The local clerk s will be in charge of it 
for the presen t. 
The addition al ru les gov ern in g the 
ban k an d the prospectiv e depositors, 
the first of which were pu blished in 
the Daily Repu blican Satu rday , are 
as follows : 
In terest will be allowed on all de­ 
posits at the rate of 2 per cen t, per 
an n u m, compu ted on each 
sav in gs 
certificate separately an d pay able an ­ 
n u ally . 
No in terest will be paid on 
mon ey which remain s on deposits for 
a fraction of a y ear on ly . 
Deposits will bear in terest~from the 
first dav of the mon th n ex t followin g 
that which deposited. 
In terest will con tin u e to accru e on a 
sav in gs certificate as lon g as it re­ 
main s ou tstan din g, certificates bein g 
v alid u n til paid, withou t limitaton as 
to time. 
Compou n d in terest is n ot allowed 
on an ou tstan din g certificate, bu t a 
depositor may withdray in terest pay ­ 
able an d in clu de it in a n ew deposit 
which will bear in terest at the regu lar 
rate.

u m produ cts and it will continu e to 
ru n the biggest oil refineries in the 
world. 
Besides the stock which the Stan­ 
dard of New Jersey owns in the thirty- 
three corp orations of which it is or­ 
dered to rid itself, it held shares in 
many ether corporations. 
W hat will 
become of this stock Mr. Elliott did 
not wish to say. 
There ap p ears to be 
nothing in the su p rem e cou rt decrei 
or in that of the lower cou rt, taow- 
ever, which p revents the Standard of 
New Jersey from m aintaining owner­ 
ship, so said Mr. Elliott. 
The scheme by which the Standard 
will dissolve connection with the thir­ 
ty-three companies which have been 
regarded as su bsidiaries, has been u n­ 
der consideration by the directors for 
many months. 
It was said at 26 
Broadway that to apportion the stock 
among the stock holders in the m aojr 
corp oration was the only way of m eet­ 
ing the letter of the su p reme cou rt’s 
decree. 
Mr. Elliott added that the 
company proposes not only to meet 
the letter of the order, bu t the spirit 
of it also. 
The scheme ou tlined in 
Secretary Folger’s letter, so it was 
pointed ou t, is not to be tak en as a re 
organization of the Standard Oil Com 
pany of New Jersey. 
It is a dissolu ­ 
tion. 
The effect of the plan is to dis­ 
sociate the companies formerly u nder 
its control and to cau se the Standard 
of New Jersey to continu e a m anu fac­ 
tu ring concern. 
The accou ntants will have some in­ 
tricate work to do in figu ring ou t the 
fractional shares in the minor corpor­ 
ations which the stock holders in the 
p resent Standard Oil of New Jersey 
will have when the dissolu tion is com­ 
pleted. 
The basis of the figu res mu st 
necessarily be on a single share of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey stock . Of 
the 6,000 stock holders there are many 
who own small lots, ranging from a 
single share to ten or a dozen. A man 
owning a single share of stock , which 
cou ld be bou ght today on the cu rb for 
$659, will have after Dec. 1 next a 
share in Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
worth 
at p ar $100, and fractional 
shares in the nu merou s other compa­ 
nies, for instance in the W ashington 
Oil company, in which, to be precise, 
he will have seven and thirty-seven 
two-hu ndred and fiftieths cents worth.
